"Olh 
er Interesting facts show that 
well over half our fatal acci­ 
dents were caused by excessive 
speed on the open highway dur­ 
ing the week ends, Fridays, Sat­ 
urdays and Sundays.

causes," Caldwell continued. 
"And the violations continue. 
This year, (he statewide traffic 
fatality score is up about nine 
per cent, and a strong swing to 
stricter obedience (o the traffic 
rules and regulations is neces­ 
sary If we are to stop this dead­ 
ly toll.

The one basic fact still re­ 
mains year after year, nine out 
of ten of our traffic accidents j | 
are caused by violations of th, ' 
vehicle code."
